communication from the state depart-. 
mcnt of health asking that precautions 
be taken in this city against tho pos-

this disease Is very prevalent in the 
provlnce'of Ontario In Canada and it is 
feared that visitors from that country 
to this city may bring tho disease 
here. 


Mr. O'Harc has sent the following 


letter to a number of local physicians 
asking for their co-operation In ward- 
ins off any outbreak of the disease In 
Lowell: 


Dear Sir: I am sending you a copy 
of a letter received today from the 
state department of health as follows: 
"Smallpox is Increasing In the prov- 
ince of Ontario. 
There have been so 
many_ cases reported that the United 
States public health service has estab- 
lished a border quarantine. 
To give 
an Idea of the prevalence of the dis- 
ease in Ontario tho American Medical 
Association of Nov. 23 states that there 
are over 300 cases in Toronto
